Ladders Raised After Fire 
Blocks Only Exit of 
3½-Story Building— 
Dogs Awake Master. 


„ 


One man leaped from a window 
and 11 other occupants of second 
and third-floor flats at 825-27 
Howard street were rescued by 
firemen after being trapped by 
flames and smoke in a fire early 
today. 

Stephen Newcomb, a truck driv- 
er, suffered fractures of the hi 
and ribs in a leap from a second- 
floor window. He also suffered 
burns of the hands and arms. His 
wife, Ella Jane, and their son, 
Stephen Jr., 7 years old, were 
burned severely. All are in City 
Hospital. 

The fire, starting about 2:40 
a.m. at the rear of the 3%-story 
brick building, quickly enveloped 
outside frame stairways and 
porches, cutting off the only exit. 
Two small dogs owned by Leo 
Hill, a painter, living on the sec- 
ond floor, arounsed Hill by their 
barking. Kenneth Malloy, 3824 
North Twenty-fifth street, a pass- 
erby, saw the flames and turned 
in an alarm. Members of Engine 
Co, No, 9 and Hook-and-Ladder 
Co, No, 7, stationed at Eighth and 
Mullanphy streets, two blocks 
away, responded. 

When firemen reached the burn- 
ing building the occupants were 
leaning from open windows, call- 
ing for help. Smoke was billowing 
from the windows, and flames 
weer visible from the street, fire- 
men said. Newcomb, who had 
tried to lead his family down the 
blazing stairway, leaped from a 
window before firemen arrived. 
He lay moaning on the sidewalk. 

Ladders were raised to windows 
and the frantic occupants, cough- 
ing from smoke, were assisted to 
safety, Firemen carried Mrs. New- 
comb and her son down ladders 
and placed them in city ambu- 
lances, along with ewcomb. 
Others assisted from the building 
were Hill and his nephew, James 
Hill Jr., 13 years old; Mrs. Bethel 
Veanes and her son, Allen, 14; 
Charles Browning, a mechanic, his 
80 Russell, 14, and daughter, 
Miss Walter Etta Browning; An- 
thony Markham, 4-year-old grand- 
son of Browning, and Thomas 
Allen, a laborer, All were suffer- 
115 from the effects of smoke. 
Hill’s dogs also were rescued. 

Neighbors hurried from their 
homes in hastily donned attire 
and watched the fire figthers. 
The blaze was quickly brought 
under control, and damage was 
estimated at $2500. Cause of the 
fire was not determined definitely, 
although firemen believe that 
sparks may have blown from a 
burning ashpit at the rear of the 
building, igniting the stairway.

Not Much I Can Say,Son’s Response 
To Honor for Gen. Billy Mitchell 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (UP) 
— Brig. Gen. William L. (Billy) 
Mitchell was honored posthu- 
mously today for the fight he lost 
in disgrace 22 years ago in behalf 
of a powerful and vigorous air 
force. 

Before a gathering of top offi- 
cials of the armed services, old- 
time flyers and members of Con- 
gress, Gen. Carl Spaatz, Air Force 
Chief of Staft, presented a spe- 
cial gold medal of honor to the 
pioneer airman’s son, 19-year-old 
Billy Jr. 

“Billy,” Spaatz said solemnly, 
“your father was the inspiration 
for all that the Air Force is to- 
day.” 
Young Mitchell, a handsome six- 
footer Who wants to be a doctor 
after he is graduated from the 
University of Virginia, accepted 
the medal, shook his head once 
or twice, and replied in a low 
voice: “There's not much I can 


say. 

Gen. Billy’s widow, now Mrs. 
Thomas B. Byrd of Boyce, Va., 
walked to her son's side and said, 
“I want to see it, too.” 

What mother and son looked at 
was a medal authorized by the 
Seventy-ninth Congress in recog- 
nition of Mitchell's “far-sighted 
leaders\ip in aviation.” One side 
shows his likeness. The other 
bears this inscription: For Out- 
standi Pioneer Service and 
Foresight in the Field of Ameri-

As 
guests stood around his desk, the

“Billy Mitchell was motivated 
by devotion to a high purpose. 
He put duty to country above the 
interests of service and self. His 
courageous spirit serves as a last- 
ing example to us all.“ 

That and young Billy’s brief 
response was all that there was 
to the ceremony which sought to 
right a wrong done in 1925 when 
Mitthell was court-martialed for 
insubordination. He had er- 
pressed the “bold theory” that air 
power was a supreme military 
weapon capable of destroying sea 
power. The admirals took offense 
at that. 

Mitchell resigned from the serv- 
ice soon after his court-martial, 
which had brought him suspen- 
sion of duty and pay. He died in 
1936 at the age.of 57. By then, the 
theories he held on aviation were

put down his papers and started 
toward me. I pulled out my re- 
volver and fired.” 

Revolver Found in Room. 

Police found a .32-caliber, nickel- 
plated revolver in Klika’s room 
and made ballistics tests with it 
before obtaining Klika’s admission 
that he killed the news vendor, 
The tests were not conclusive, be- 
cause of the bad condition of the 
revolver, 

A remark made by Klika that 
he “had gotten somothing off my 
mind yesterday,” made in a North 
Grand boulevard store the day 
after the shooting, led to his ar- 
rest. He is 43 years old and was 
employed as a bottler at the Hyde 
Park Brewery. Police said he had 
been twice confined to the City 
Sanitarium, in 1941 and again in 
1943. Associates said Klika be- 
came angry and disturbed over 
loud or unusual noises- 

Witnesses who identified the

Because of his mental record, 
police did not question the pris- 
oner immediately after his arrest. 
Early today he observed to a 
turnkey, “I don’t why Im here, 
except I had a little trouble on 
Grand avenue the other day.” 

Dinkelkamp, 50 years old, had 
been selling papers at the corner 
for several years, A widower, he 
lived at 3613% North Grand 
boulevard. A son, John, 4864A 
Penrose street, survives,

Advances on Prospects of Gav- 
ernment Buying. 
CHICAGO, March 27 (AP)— 
Wheat advanced more than 5 
cents a bushel on the Board of 
Trade today in a strong grain 
market. Prospects the Govern- 
ment would soon start buying 
flour for export aided the ad- 
vance, brokers said. An improve- 
ment in domestic flour business 
and continued Government cash 
wheat buying also were factors in 

the upturn. 

Wheat closed 4 to 5% cents 
higher, May $2.47 to $2.46 a bushel. 
Prices are atill far below the 
year’s highs, May having sold at 
$3.06% in January.

GUILTY IN KE 
VOTE FRAUD CASE 


Jury Deliberates Eight 
Hours Before Reaching 
Verdict — Trial Took 
Four Weeks.

KANSAS CITY, March 27— 
Eight persons charged with con- 
spiracy in the vote frauds in the 
1946 primary election here were 
acquitted today by a jury in the 
court of United States District 
Judge Richard M, Duncan, The 
jury of 11 men and one woman 
had deliberated for eight hours, 


Principal defendants were Sec- 
ond Ward Democratic. Boss Henry 
McKissick and Jackson County 
Assessor George R. Clark. . Other 
defendants were Grover McMillan, 
deputy license inspector; Rex 
Stewart, county electrician; Ben- 
jamin Ryan, former city employe; 


boy; Dorris Sartin, former deputy 
sheriff and Joe Grinberg, a Dem- 
ocratic precinct captain, 

Willlam A. Paisley, an aid to 
the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral, declared in his resume of 
the cases that those who con- 
spired to defeat the purpose of 
the ballot’ box are “termites in 
the foundation of democracy.” 

When the trial started, there 
were 10 defendants. One of them, 
Morris Marks, chief clerk of the 
Jackson County Collector's office, 
died during the trial. Another, 
Charles Modica, deputy clerk in 
the criminal division of the Cir- 
cuit Court; was acquitted late 
Thursday by Judge Duncan on 
the ground that there was insuf- 
ficient evidence against him to 
substantiate the charge. 

The conspiracy cases grew out 
of the fight for the Democratic 
nomination for Congress for the 
Fifth District In the Aug. 6 pri- 
mary. Enos A. Axtell, with Pres- 
ident Truman’s indorsement, de- 
feated the incumbent, Roger C. 
Slaughter. Axtell lost to the Re- 
publican, Albert L. Reeves Jr., in 
the general election.

Mrs. Roosevelt, embarking on 
the British liner Queen Elizabeth 
for a trip to London where she 
will unveil a statute of her late 
husband, was asked to comment 
on declarations by her sons, 
Franklin D. Jr. and Elliott that 
they favored Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower as the Democratic can- 
didate for President. 

“I always let my children do 
what they think is right,” she re- 
plied. “I do not believe in inter- 
fering with one’s,children. They 
are all grown people and they 
have all been through the war 
and they have a right to their 
own opinions.” 

As for herself, she said, “I am 
a Democrat and have an interest 
in the Democratic party, but I 
am not taking part in partisan 
politics.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, chairman of the 
U.N. Human Rights Commission, 
added, “I should think it would 
be very difficult to take part in 
partisan politics and be in the 
United Nations.” 

_ Questioned about the Americans 
for Democratic Action, an organi- 
zation with which she has been 
linked, Mrs. Roosevelt said that 
“I have been interested in the 
aims of the A. D. A. and its efforts

Cabinet Said to Have Re- 
ceived Draft Linking 

Friendship and Military 
Clauses. 


HELSINKI, March 27 (UP)— 
The Finnish Cabinet has studied 
the full text of a proposed Russian 
pact of friendship and mutual aid 
and finds the situation “quite 
serious,” it was reported today. 

The text of the Russian. pro- 


posal was presented to the Finnish 
delegation in Moscow on Thurs- 
day, reliable sources said, shortly 
after Premier Mauno Pekkala ar- 
rived in response to a summons 
from the Kremlin. 

The Cabinet was reported to 
have met for more than three 
hours yesterday afternoon to study 
the text. The proposed treaty 
was brought to President Juho K. 
Paasikivi by a Finnish courier 
who arrived on a regular Soviet 
passenger plane from Moscow. 

Sources close to the Government 
said the Russian proposals in- 
sisted that friendship and military 
provisions of the pact are in- 
separable. A letter from Prime 
Minister Joseph Stalin prompting 
the negotiations had proposed a 
20-year treaty on the pattern of 
the Soviet pacts with the Balkan 
countries, 

During initial treaty discus- 
sions, three fourths of the Finnish 
Parliament rejected the idea of 
a military pact with Russia as 
unsuitable under present circum- 
stances. However, some sources 
said the Finnish negotiators 
might be compelled to return to 
Helsinki with a draft treaty which 
did not correspond to the opinion 
of Parliament. 


Russians Charge Norwegians With 
“Selling Out to U.S.” 


MOSCOW, March 27 (AP) — 
The Government newspaper Izves- 
tia said today that Norwegian 
Government rightists are “selling 
out Norway to the United States.” 

“The Marshall plan holds 
nothing good for Norway except 
that it endangers her independ- 
ence and is fraught with her com- 
plete subjugation to foreign im- 
perialists,” Izvestia said. 

Izvestia said Norwegian mili- 
tary collaboration with the United 
States had progressed to the ex- 
tent that it envisaged American 
use of Norway's Jan Mayen and 
Svalbard islands. (Jan Mayen 
island is about 700 miles south- 
west of Norway's Spitsbergen, 
where the Russians have coal min- 
ing concessions.) 

“According to latest informa- 
tion in Oslo,” Izvestia said, “the 
war departments of Norway, the 
United States and Britain, in ob- 
vious preparation for a western 
union, have agreed on far-reach- 
ing measures such as the stand- 
ardization of Norwegian arma- 
ments according to the American 
pattern and the leasing of Nor- 
wegian territory for American and 
British bases.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N. v., March 
27 (AP)—Despite President Tru- 
man’s appeal, doubts were ex- 
pressed today that the United 
Nations would accept the new 
American proposal for settling the 
Palestine problem, 

Both Jews and Arabs are op- 
posed to the truce-and-trusteeship 
scheme. The Soviet bloc and some 
smaller countries, including sev- 
eral Latin American republics, 
are reported ready to fight the 
move to sidetrack the partition 
plan. 

One American hope rested in 
Delegate Warren R. Austin do- 
ing a lot of explaining and con- 
vincing before and during the 
next Security Council meeting 
Tuesday. 

The American delegation here 
said it had received no instruc- 
tions from Washington, However, 
it was understood that the State 
Department was discussing the 
situation with -several countries 
through embassy channels, 

Commenting on the American 
proposal, as amplified Thursday 
by President Truman, a person 
close to top Jewish Agency offi- 
cials said: 

“This means nothing will be 
done and the Jews and Arabs will 
fight it out.”

4 Parts to U. S. Plan. 


The American plan is now divid- 
ed into four parts: 

1. A truce: The Jews won't 
accept unless it is instituted spe- 
cifically to enforce partition; 
the Arabs won't accept unless 
partition is dropped. 

2. Special session of U. N. 
General Assembly: Opponents 
want no such extraordinary 
meeting unless a plan is ad- 
vanced which could stop the 
fighting. The Soviet and Arab 
blocs are against the session, 
which makes it doubtful that 
the necessary votes can be ob- 
tained. Approval of seven of 
the 11 Security Council members 
would be enough, but Russia 
could veto. In a direct roll call 
of the 57 members on calling a 
special session, a majority is 
needed, 


3. Interim U. N. trusteeship: 
Without enforcement provisions, 
this section of the plan has mus- 
tered little enthusiasm, 

4. Cease-work orders to the 
U. N. Palestine Partition Com- 
mission; The commission holds 
it was created by the General 
Assembly and can be instructed 
only by the Assembly. The Unit- 
ed States wants the Security 
Council to issue the order.

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TAFT TO VISIT KAUFMANN, 
DISCUSS SLUM CLEARANCE 


Presidential Aspirant Will Tour City’s ‘No. 1 
Eyesore’ District To Deliver Ad- 
dress at Banquet. 


Senator Robert A. Taft, one of 
the sponsors of the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner housing bill, will confer 
with Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
the St. Louis Anti-Slum Commis- 


sion and other officials at City 
Hall next Saturday on the hous- 
ing and slum clearance problems. 
Not only the local plans and 
needs, but the national situation, 
are expected to be discussed, 

The conference will follow a 
tour of the city’s “No. 1 Eyesore” 
district, on which Taft will be es- 
corted by the Mayor, Walter W. 
Head, chairman of the Anti-Slum 
Commission; James L. Ford Jr., 
chairman of a special subcommit- 
tee of the commission, and others. 
This is the area bounded by Fif- 
teenth, Olive and Market streets 
and Grand boulevard, proposed as 
the first scene of concentrated 
slum clearance by the city, 

To: Deliver Address. 
Taft will be hére in the course 
of his campaign for the Repuhli- 
can nomination for President, 
making two appearances at St. 
Charles during the day. and a 
public address at a banquet at 
Hotel Jefferson. 
For the first time, an official 
statement of policy as to the 
types of housing contemplated for 
the area was made by Mayor 
Kaufmann yesterday, in announc- 
ing the housing portion of the 
schedule for Taft. 
“It is planned,” the mayor said, 
“to make the program sufficiently 
broad and flexible to include pri- 
vate, public and quasi-public hous- 
ing.“ 
This means the city administra- 
tion proposes to make portions of 
the large prospective site avail- 
able for subsidized low-rent, mass 
housing; for patrially subsidized 
projects of the Urban Rede- 
velopment Act type, available for 
the middle-income group, and for 
housing to be erected by private 
enterprise. The Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill and the more .recent 
bill offered by the House-Senate 
Housing Committee contemplate a 
variety of necessary aids for all 
these forms of housing. 

Program on Arrival. 

Senator Taft will arrive at 
Union Station at 8:35 a.m. next 
Saturday. The Mayor nad other 
officials. will meet him there 
and take him at once on a motor 
trip through the midtown site, the 
heart of which is close to the sta- 


tion. Then they will go to the 
Mayor's office to discuss what can 
be done, with particular reference 
to the city’s pending plans. Among 
those who will join the City Hall 
session will be members of the 
St. Louis Housing Authority, 
which operates the two existing 
public housing establishments, 
and the members and consultants 
of the City Plan Commission. 

Ford’s subcommittee of the 
Anti-Slum Commission has under 
consideration the details of the 
plan to submit to the voters a 
city bond issue of $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 for acquiring and clear- 
ing slum areas. It is generally 
expected that the final recom- 
mendation will center on the Fif- 
teenth - Grand - Market - Olive site. 
The land then would be turned 
over to the varying forms of en- 
terprise which would erect new 
housing on it, at a realistic or 
“use” value, probably appreciably 
lower than cost of the property at 
condemnation, the difference be- 
ing absorbed out of the bond fund. 

Legislative Action Needed. 

Mass housing, at limited rents, 
cannot be built until new federal 
legislation is enacted and a, Mis- 
souri bar on tax exemption re- 
moved. A suit is pending over the 
latter phase, 

Taft will speak at a student 
gathering at Lindenwood College, 
St. Charles, at 11:30 a.m. Satur- 
day. This will be patterned after 
a Republican national convention, 
with Taft in the role of the key-‘ 
note speaker. Friday the college 
wil] have a similar session, along 
the lines of a Democratic national 
convention, with Senator Joseph 
C. O’Mahoney of Wyoming as key- 
noter. 

At 4 p.m. Saturday, Taft will 
speak from the east balcony of 
the St. Charles courthouse, the St. 
Louis Taft-for-President Commit- 
tee announced. The committee re- 
called that the Senator’s father, 
William Howard Taft, spoke from 
that balcony Oct, 6, 1908, in his 
successful presidential campaign, 
After this talk the Senator will 
be at a public reception in the 
Circuit courtroom. 

The Hotel Jefferson banquet 
will be at 7:30 p.m, The commit- 
tee said Taft would give a short 
address, after which he would an- 
swer questions. The committee, 
with offices at 302 Security Build- 
ing (MAin 1837) said banquet 
tickets would be sold at $5.

He indicated he would continue 
attacking President Truman for 
what he termed the national ad- 
ministration’s “vacillating and 
bungling approach to American 
foreign policy.” 

Until Dewey’s itinerary is com- 
pleted tonight, it will not be 
known definitely where he will 
speak in Wisconsin or where or 
when in Nebraska.

An aid said one of the Wiscon- 
sin addresses would be in Mil- 
waukee next Thursday night. It 
will be broadcast nationally from 
8:30 to 9 p.m, (St. Louis time).

Exports to Russia 


Mr. Truman has tightened export controls, 
as of April 15, to require special licenses for 
shipment of airplanes, airplane parts. At the 
same time, Secretary Harriman said‘ he would 
bar shipment of any goods that could con- 
tribute to the war potential of Russia and its 
satellites. These actions follow a disclosure in 
Congress that Richard F. Fincke, a former Gov- 
ernment official, had sold 40 DC-3 and C-47 
transport plane engines to Russia. 

In the light of these and other happenings 
the whole question of trade with Russia should 
be re-examined realistically, The country re- 
calls how vast quantities of oil and scrap were 


sold to Japan right up to Pearl Harbor. Since 


our relations with Russia are strained to a 
dangerous point; is it logical to export goods or 
materials which might be used against us? 
Is it sound national policy to permit industry 
and individual sharpshooters to go after big 
profits in the Russian market at the expense 
of our own national wealth? 

The subject is complicated by the Mundt 
amendment to the ERP bill, which would pre- 
vent Western Europe from sending any goods 
to Eastern Europe if the United States itself 
barred the shipment of such goods. Herbert 
Hoover, for one, opposes such action by saying 
that, if the Marshall plan countries are to be- 
come independent of relief, they must trade 
with the satellite countries. As a matter of 
fact, the trade channels in countries on both 
sides of the iron curtain are by no means en- 
tirely closed, nor are they likely to be. 

As a matter of further fact, Russia is sup- 
plying the United States with furs, chrome, 
manganese ore, platinum and other products, 
No doubt Russian exports to this country can 
easily be spared and are no drain upon the 
Russian economy. And surely all such exports 
are carefully screened before they are permitted 
to leave the country. At any rate, no embargo 
exists between the two nations. If this coun- 
try should forbid any kind of shipments to 
Russia, it would be a disadvantage to us, as 


‘well as to Russia. 


One very serious bar to fair commercial re- 
lations between the United States and Russia 
is the failure of the latter to complete a lend- 
lease settlement. It is estimated in Washing- 
ton that the Soviet Government is indebted to 
the United States for between three and five 
billion dollars of lend-lease articles which sur- 
vived the war. Russia has ignored requests 
that it return or pay for 105 submarine chasers 
and 197 destroyers lent during the conflict. Sure- 


ly, the unsettled lend-lease account creates a. 


poor atmosphere for trade. Nor is it cleared by 
the Russian willingness to pay for American 
goods in gold, of which we already have a 
plethora. 

In this very difficult situation, one thing 
seems quite clear. It appears that both the 
Commerce Department, whose function it is to 
stimulate international trade and could . there- 
fore easily be overzealous, and the State De- 
partment have been lax in control of exports. 
Because of the tense world situation and because 
of many American shortages of important mate- 


rials, it would seem obvious that our export con- 


trol system should be overhauled and strength- 
ened to safeguard American interests. This goes 
not only for goods exported to Russia, but for 
goods exported anywhere. 

Such a move would certainly not kill inter 
national trade, but it would place it on an in- 
telligent basis and, at the same time, would 
quiet the apprehensions of many Americans that 
we are arming future foes.

FHA in the Balance 


It was u good move by the Senate to approve 
only a one-month extension of FHA’s mortgage 
insurance program instead of the full year 
voted by the House. Here's why: 

The House strategy, as directed by the Bank- 
ing Committee, which serves the real estate 
lobby, is to grant FHA and other subsidies to 
private housing but to keep low-rent slum 
clearance housing on the shelf. Because the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill has a modest public 
housing section, the committee has bottled it up 
for more than two years. If the Senate holds 
out for its one-month FHA extension, it will 
retain power to bargain with the House for 
the comprehensive housing bill which the Joint 
Committee on Housing has recommended and 
which the country needs. 

The one-month stopgap is good, too, because 
FHA needs some reforming. Charles Abrams, 
a first-rank authority, has brought evidence to 
show that FHA has served the home-owner 
much less than it has become a creature of 
builders and lenders, “The system,” he con- 


cludes, “either needs drastic overhauling or it 


should be discontinued. . . . As a large-hearted 
insuror of institutional mortgages, at rates un- 
conscionable, considering the security, and as 
a benefactor of builders without benefit to pub- 
lic welfare, there is no justification whatever for 
FHA’s existence.” 

These charges have not been met. The Sen- 
ate should proceed to deal with them, and deal 
accordingly with FHA.

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A Faulty Tax Bill 


The deficit-hounded city administration has 
supported two differing bills to authorize local 
taxes on income, The State Senate has ap- 
proved one bill, the House the other. The 
House bill involves a reduction in the state in- 
come tax, so the Senate bill has the better 
chance to become the final compromise version. 
Outstate legislators can have few objections to 
it. Thirteen Aldermen favor it, and only two 
are opposed so far. Yet it is open to objections 
by St. Louisans. 

The bill calls for a flat J of 1 per cent levy 
on all gross wages and net profits earned in the 
city, regardless of residence. That non-residents 
—especially county people—should help to meet 
the cost of facilities which they use is no more 
than fair. But it is unfair to levy any such tax 
without regard for the size of the taxpayer’s in- 
comé. The principle of ability to pay is recog- 
nized in both the federal and the state income 
tax setups, and it should be recognized by the 
city. The earnings tax should be graduated. 

The city administration tries to slide by this 
point by arguing that the tax is too Nght to need 
adjusting to individual purses. Yet once the 


one-rate-for-all system were established, it would 


be all too easy to boost the rate. It is worth re- 
membering that when the City Hall first sug- 
gested an earnings tax, it was at a rate of %4 
of 1 per cent. Already this has been doubled. 
The situation is reminiscent of the one which 
enabled the ‘sales-tax camel to get his nose into 
the tent. . 

There is still a chance to improve the final 
bill on this point. The House bill authorizes 


either a flat earnings tax or a graduated income 


tax. If the House asks for it, the Senate might 
accept an amendment either to require the 
graduated form of tax or to make it optional and 
leave the choice to be fought out locally.

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A Judge on World Issues 
In his address at the University of Florida, 
Justice Williath O. Douglas did something that 
needs to be done frequently in these days when 
emphasis is on force rather than on principle. 


The Supreme Court member rentinded the coun- 


try that if the United States: wants the people 
of the world to adopt the democratic way, we 
must show them the way with practical pro- 
grams of social reconstruction.” 

Justice Douglas. did not in any sense belittle 
the necessity to be strong militarily. He said 
expressly that the country needs “a strong, alert 
and mobile military machine.” But he under- 
scored other things which tend to get #lighted 
in a time like the present. To quote? 

We must put an end to the shameful prac- 
tice of branding everyone a Communist 
who. espouses a liberal reform or promotes 
a program for the underprivileged. We 
must put an end to attacks on those who 
read leftist literature. If unreliable people 
hold important posts, they should be re- 
moved, We need not ape the Communists 
to combat them, 


Carrying this idea abroad, Justice Douglas 
correctly said that our task is one of leadership 
“to keep alive the great human values in West- 
ern civilization.” This means that we must 
be careful in the distribution of our favor and 
support. The judge is completely right when 
he says that the American people cannot “prop 
up governments anywhere that are self-seeking, 
corrupt or fascist.” To meet the political pro- 
gram of the Communists, he proposes that we 
seek out indigenous groups which represent 
our ideals and give them support and en- 
couragement. For example, in China he cites 
the program of mass education and rural con-, 
struction of James Yen. 

These are considerations particularly to be 
c6mmended to the State Department’s Voice of 
America program and the activities of the 
United States Information Service abroad. 

One of the ways to keep Communism from 
spreading in Europe and Asia is to convince 
others that we not only practice what we pro- 
fess, but that our professions recognize human 
rights and anticipate the raising of living stand- 


ards for the world’s depressed peoples. 
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Why Voting Machines Were Killed 


Voting machines have been turned down by 
the State Senate because, so Senator Kinney of 
St. Louis contended, they cost too much. A 
very thorough study by the National Municipal 
League shows that the machines have proved a 
little cheaper than old-style ballot boxes in other 
states. 

Even if that were not so, Kinney’s excuse 
breaks down because the bill would have let 
each community choose for itself. He took it 
upon himself to decide a question that should 
have been decided, in the case of St. Louis, by 
the Board of Aldermen. Rural Senators said the 
machines would cost too much for their districts, 
but that does not justify them in denying the 
choice to other districts. 

Forget the excuses; the bill was killed because 
too few Senate politicians are friendly to voting 
machines. “Voting machines do away with party 
workers,” Senator Williams of Cassville argued, 
“and I’m against doing away with party work- 
ers,” They also reduce the chance to manipu- 
late the vote and the count. They cannot steal 
votes or tell lies. The Senate’s turndown 18 a

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Argentina, Profiteer in Hunger 


In denouncing Argentine Dictator Peron's b 


profiteering in wheat, London's Corn Trade 
News charitably omitted pointing out that the 
United States is responsible for allowing the 
racket to go on. ; 

The House committee on foreign aid was 
blunt about it earlier this month. It observed 
that Argentina needs capital equipment, steel 
and chemicals from the United States as badly 
as stricken Europe needs Argentine wheat, meat. 
and corn. It added that this country has “made 
no use of this bargaining power” to stop the 
Peron Government from “bleeding a starving 
Europe.” 

Peron’s politicking with food has damaged 
United States foreign policy time and again. It 
damaged our relations with South America three 
years ago when Peron used it to punish Uruguay 
for siding with the United States against his 
dictatorship. It damaged our efforts to help 
Britain when Peron used it to swamp that coun- 
try with demands for conversion of pounds ster- 
ling and helped force it off the free convertibility 
which was a condition of the 1946 loan from the 
United States. It has been damaging our relief 
and reconstruction to Europe by increasing food 
prices, and threatens to do more of the same to 
the European Recovery Program. 

Why, with the means of stopping it ready to 
hand, does the United States continue to allow 
Argentina to sell wheat at anything up to double 
the world price? There is no more unsavory 
business going on than this profiteering on the 
starving. We believe with the Herter committee 
that the United States should be willing to sup- 
ply Argentina’s needs only in proportion as Ar- 
gentina supplies the needs of our friends at a 
fair price. 


More Shekels for Chiang 

Approving an additional 3463, 000,000 for 
China, the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
said that the United States “should not be put 
in the position of being held responsible for 
the ¢onduct of the Chinese Government and its 
political, economic and military affairs.” The 
whole purpose of aid at this time, it reported, 
is to meet the immediate need for relief and 
“to afford the Chinese Government another op- 
portunity to undertake a vigorous program of 
self-help.” 

Self-help is just what the Chiang Kai-shek 
regime has not practiced so far. That is why 
so many American millions have accomplished 
so little. Chiang has not cleaned up his Gov- 
ernment. Instead of cementing peace by proper 
reforms, he has let the civil war grow until 
the Communist menace has become real. Then 
he uses the menace to extract more American 
aid without changing his ways. And he finds 
supporters enough in Congress, particularly in 
the House, to make another grant to him the 
price of putting through a genuine self-help 
recovery program for Europe. 

Senator Vandenberg’s committee is obviously 
reluctant to grant the additional credit, This 
raises a hope that, before Chiang comes back for 
more money, the United States will take the 
firm stand that China must clean house.

A prominent place for the military is to be expected during Russian 
crisis, author says; Marshall is an ideal appointment in a civilian 
post; but Truman's military preferences, and particularly the 
“Harry Hopkins” status of Adm. Leahy, have gone dangerously far.

The Soviet-Communist seizure of power 
in Czechoslovakia has already had one very 
serious consequence in the United States, 
A good many influential persons are be- 
coming converted or susceptible to the idea 
of a “preventive war” with the Soviet 
Union. I cite this fact here simply to point 
up the urgency of another problem—the 
increasing problem of the influence of the 
military in the White House, 


The American people, it seems to me, are 
not paying nearly enough attention to this 
influence, Our present monopoly of atomic 
weapons and our keep-in-front research 
policy have inevita- 
bly resulted in giving 
the military an fn- 
precedented author- 
ity and power in 
Washington. T he 
deadlock in Soviet- 
American relations 
provides further im- 
petus in this direc- 
tion. At a minimum 
we are faced with 
several more years of 
stalemate or of tough 
going with the Rus- 
sians. 


we are intthen, Adm Leahy 
raises several questions of great impor- 
tance: How powerful will military influ- 
ence become in Washington during the 
next few years? Shall we succeed in keep- 
ing the traditional, constitutional civilian 
controls and checks upon our generals and 
admirals? Can we keep our military forces 
strong enough to deter any possible for- 
eign aggressor, yet simultaneously prevent 
their top spokesmen from dominating the 
civilian chiefs in our Government? 


Héyday of Gold Braid 


Today we undoubtedly have a record 
number of generals and admirals serving 
in key diplomatic posts abroad. We also 
have the former chief of staff as Secre- 
tary of State. I am convinced that Secre- 
tary Marshall is proving the ablest direc- 
tor our State Department has known in 
more than 20 years. If a Republican is 
elected President, I believe it would be a 
national service to keep. Marshall where 
he is. He happens to be one of those rare 
military careerists whose abilities extend 
far beyond the normal limits of his back- 
ground. He seems clearly to understand 
where the military should bow to civilian 
supervision and authority. 


Nevertheless, we are confronted with a 
steadily growing military influence inside 


the White House—and this, I insist, has 
assumed proportions which are contrary to 
American traditions. <As a veteran of 
World War I, President Truman evidences 
a pronounced tendency to surround him- 
self with military advisers and to appoint 
military men for all sorts of jobs. 


On his recent vacation the President was 
accompanied by his Army, Navy and Air 
Force aides—and also by his personal chief 
of staff, Adm, Leahy. It appears that 
President Truman has never attended an 
international conference or taken a vaca- 
tion without Adm. Leahy. 


In Washington, the admiral is described 
as one of the President's closest advisers 
—on American foreign policy as well as on 
military matters. He has his own office 
inside the White House. Certainly he has 
10 or 20 times as much opportunity to talk 
privately with the President as Secretary 
Marshall or Under Secretary Lovett, 


What Precedent for Leahy? 


Is there any precedent for a President 
having a personal military chief of staff 
when we are not at war? Is there any 
provision in law for such a peacetime post? 


Does the President need a top admiral at 


his elbow, or within call, every day—when 
he is vacationing? Why should Adm. 
Leahy’s wartime services (which were most 
valuable) be extended indefinitely into a 
permanent privileged position? 


Washington correspondents frankly de- 
scribe Adm. Leahy as being or approxi- 
mating “the Harry Hopkins of the Truman 
Administration.” Everyone knows how the 
opposition press criticized and flailed 
Harry Hopkins. The same press does not 
even challenge the extraordinary post 


which Adm. Leahy continues to fill. Yet. 


Hopkins was always available to report- 
ers, while the public almost never learns 
what the admiral thinks or does. 


This is no question of personalities. It 
is a question of principles. Are all Presi- 
dents, from now on, going to have an ex- 
tra chief of staff—all their own—in addi- 
tion to all the other top military advice 
and ideas they get? Are such chiefs of 
staff to be largely secluded from public 
knowledge and public scrutiny? Is the “in- 
side” military voice to be far more influ- 
entia] than the Secretary of State and Sen- 
ators like Vandenberg and Connally? And 
is this what the American people want? 


Somebody has got to have enough sense 
of public responsibility to ask these ques- 
tions before the military is given a perma- 
nent, uncontrollable top berth in the White 
House as a matter of course, 


Orphan Automobiles 
From the Pittsburgh Press 


There was an antique auto show in New 
York recently, put on by the Veteran Mo- 
tor Car Club of America. Ninety-six ancient 
cars, dating back to 1907 or beyond, were 
displayed. 

Some of these relics won famous races 
and endurance tests in their time. Quite a 
few, queer as they’d look in 1948 traffic, 
still can travel under their own power. 
They must have been pretty wonderful ma- 
chines when they were new. 

We were intrigned by the fact that so 
many of those antique cars—the Locomo- 
bile, the Mercedes, the Thomas, the Orient, 
the Franklin, the Maxwell, the Rambler, 
the Pope-Hartford and a lot more—van- 
ished from the market long ago, 

Since 1890, according to the records, 816 
makes of passenger cars have been pro- 
duced in the United States. Each was 
backed by the hopes and money of inven- 
tors, promoters and investors who thought 
they saw a chance to achieve success and 


wealth. How many of those 816 makes 


still are being produced today? Only 25. 
All the 791 others are gone, along with 


* 


the hopes and cash that went into plants 
to. build them and organizations to sell 
them. Fw people now remember even the 
names of most of them, They couldn't sur- 
vive, though they played an essential part 
in the fierce competition from. which the 
mighty American auto industry has grown. 


Those old cars at the New York show 
testified to a truth too often forgotten. Our 
so-called profit system actually is a sys- 
tem of profit and loss. Its hazards and 
casualties are many. But under that sys- 
tem people willing to risk toil and money 
on ideas and products have made America 


great, 

It will be a sad day for this country if 
ever public or private policy kills the take- 
a-chance spirit. typified by the auto indus- 
try’s venturesome pioneers.

East Alton, like other factory towns 
wartime, was’ short of labor. Up 
years ago, the town had a sign on its 
way station: “Nigger, don't let the sun 
on you in East Alton,” and if the sign 
gone, the spirit hadn’t changed. The 
FEPC held hearings there; the conipany 
lawyer stated his conviction that one Negro 
in the plant Would mean an instant stop- 
page of production, tough boys from the 
brass mill staged an invasion of the hear- 
ing—and the FEPC took no action. 

What Mr. Ross’ account seems to show 
is that in any community, North or South, 
where one or two decent community lead- 
ers or employers are willing to speak up 
firmly for equality of opportunity, equality 
of opportunity can be made to prevail. The 
commission helped; it couldn’t—particu- 
larly with a local minority in Congress con- 
stantly yapping at it—force anything. 

It seems astonishing that, South or 
North, many people can be found openly to 
oppose the principle of equality of oppor- 
tunity. It seems so plain, as Mr. Ross 

ints out, that one contributing cause of 

uthern poverty is the failure of the seo 
tion to use its own colored labor to mas- 
mum productive efficiency. 

Malcolm Ross, obviously annoyed at all 
the pinpricks his commission received, telis 
with painful honesty some of the FEPC 
failures, and probes into the mixed history 
of racial and creedal tolerance in America, 
He can't see why any community should 
permit a few loudmouths to stand in the 
way of its own progress and feed propa- 
ganda material to the eager Communists.

In the Second World War Brit- 
ain was the center of the Western 
coalition and bore the brunt of the 
struggle.

We cannot consider too thor- 
oughly how we can best ‘make sure 
that a war, if it is unavoidable, 
is not begun in such a way, or 
fought for such unlimited and un- 
attainable ends, that it can never 
be concluded and settled, and that 
the last great power of the West- 
ern world is not exhausted and 
bled white.

‘Usury’ Under Cloak of 
Risk Policies.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27— 
New rules and regulations for 
life insurance companies and 
agents, designed to stop a “racket” 
by which many small-loan firms 


in Missouri have required bor- 
rowers to buy insurance policies 
in excessive amounts in order to 
obtain loans, were announced last 
night by State Insurance Superin- 
tendent Owen G. Jackson. 
Issuance of the regulations fol- 


Jackson with representatives of 
several insurance companies writ- 
ing so-called credit insurance, 
through loan company employes 
designated as insurance company 
agents. 

At that time Jackson called the 
practice a “racket,” and said his 
department would stop it through 
regulations directed to the insur- 
ance companies and agents. He 
said the companies had agreed to 
co-operate with the department, 

Violation of the policy-writing 
practices prescribed in the new 
regulations will subject offenders 
to revocation of their licenses to 
engage in the insurance business 
in Missouri, Jackson said last 
night. 


Many Complaints. 


Numerous complaints had been 
received, he said, that loan com- 
panies making personal loans, or 
lending money secured by chattel 
mortgages on automobile or other 
property, were requiring  bor- 
rowers to buy life insurance, and 
health and accident insurance, in 
amounts greatly in excess of the 
loan. . 

“They are aided and encouraged 
in such practices,” Jackson said, 
“under an arrangement with cer- 
tain insurance companies that des- 
ignate employes of the lender to 
act as their agents, paying com- 
missions on premiums, written 
ranging, in reported instances, up 
to 80 per cent.” 

“It has been charged,” Jackson 
said, “that such practice is a 
mere subterfuge on the part of 
the lending agencies to collect 
usurious interest rates from the 
borrower.” 


New Regulations. 


These regulations provide, in 
part: , 

Insurance agents may write 
credit life, and accident and health 
insurance, on the life of only one 
persoh obligated on a loan, and 
shall secure from the borrower a 
written, signed application author- 
izing term life insurance for a 
period not to exceed the maturity 
date of the loan. 

The amount of the policy shall 
not exceed the amount of the loan, 
except that if the loan is less than 
$100, the policy may be issued for 
$100. If the loan is for more than 
$100, a policy may be issued in the 
next higher even $100 unit, but no 
more. (Credit insurance was de- 
scribed as policies written in con- 
nection with obtaining credit.) 
Such insurance must be written 
by companies qualified and l- 
censed to do business in Missouri, 
at rates which shall ngt be exces- 
sive. 

assist the borrower in preparing 
claim forms but shall not attempt 
to adjust claims. 

Small-loan companies and simi- 
lar lenders now are subject to the 
general law fixing the maximum 
interest rate on loans at 8 per 
cent, under rulings of the Missouri 
Supreme Court and Attorney Gen- 
eral that former special laws, 
which permitted interest rates up 
to 36 per cent a year, were invali- 
dated through conflict with the 
1945 State Constitution. 

Jackson 
reports of a borrower being re- 
quired to buy insurance costing 
him $192, to get a $600 loan. In 
another instance a borrower was 
required to buy an insurance pol- 
icy for $1400 to get a $200 loan, he 
said. Jackson declared the prac- 
tice was general throughout the 
state and that nearly every small- 
loan office in St. Louis had an 
insurance agent on its staff.

A veteran State Department at- 
tache, Sam E. Woods, told the 
Post-Dispatch today how he ob- 
tained complete German plans for 
the invasion of Russia in Novem- 
ber, 1940, from an anti-Nazi Ger- 
man, who got the information from 
a monk and from a member of 
the German general staff. 

At the time, all signs pointed to 


a German invasion of Great Brit- 
ain. Woods’s source was consid- 
ered reliable, after investigation 
by the State Department, and the 
information was turned over to 
the Russian Ambassador, Constan- 
tine Oumansky. He promised that 
his country would not forget the 
favor. Seven months later, the 
three-pronged Nazi attack on Rus- 
sia began, 

Woods also related for the first 
time today how he determined in 
1944 that the Nazis had not per- 
fected an atomic bomb, in resporfse 
to an urgent query from Wash- 
ington, and how he learned of the 
importance of the research center 
at Peenemunde, the status of Ger- 
man supplies of vital materials, 
the best targets for bombing and 
the state of German morale. 

Here With Bride. 

He is here with his bride, the 
former Miss Wilhelmina Busch of 
the St. Louis brewery family, who 
aided him in getting some of the 
information. They told the story 
in their suite at the Park Plaza 
Hotel. 

Woods received full credit for 
obtaining the German plans to at- 
tack Russia in the recently-pub- 
lished memoirs of former Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull. 

“Most of the information came 
to me from a man I always refer 
to as ‘Ralph,’” Woods said. Be- 
fore the Nazis came to power, he 
was a high-ranking figure in the 
Government, 

“The Nazis invited him to join 
the party but he refused. He had 
a lot of friends in the Government 
ministeries and kept in close 
touch with everything the Govern- 
ment was doing. He formed a 
small organization of Catholics 
who were bitterly opposed to the 
Government and, to help in getting 
more information, he set up an 
economics information bureau, as 
a blind. 

Got Data From Monk. 


“But he got most of his informa- 
tion from a monk who, in turn, 
got it from a member of the Ger- 
man general staff. The monk had 
been a prince of Saxony. In his 
youth, he received military in- 
struction from the general. They 
remained good friends and the 
general used to call on the monk 
from time to time and tell him 
what was going on. 

“The monk passed the informa- 
tion along to Ralph and Ralph 
wrote complete reports on every- 
thing for me and for the Vatican. 
I’m sure the Vatican had the same 
information I recewed about the 
plans for the German attack on 


Russia.” 

At first, in 1939, Ralph gave 
him only routine information 
about German crops and indus- 
trial production which he could 
not obtain from Government 
sources, Woods recalled. But 
when Ralph learned of the plans 
to invade Russia, he decided he 
had to get the information to 
Woods. “Ss 

Ralph obtained four tickets for 
an opera performance and sent 
two to the American attache. 
They sat side by side in the dark- 
ened theater with their wives 
seated on either side of them. 

“When the orchestra was play- 
ing its loudest,” Woods recalled, 
with a smile, “I felt something 
slide into my coat pocket. 

Outline of Plan in Pocket. 

“We didn’t talk at any time 
during the performance and we 
ignored each other as we walked 
around during intermissions. 
Later, at home, I; found in my 
pocket a typewritten page telling 
of the invasion plans, a three- 
pronged attack with the main 
blow directed at Moscow. My 
chief was angry, when I wanted 
to put the material in our diplo- 
matic pouch. He said that what 
I was doing was espionage work. 
He finally let me send it on con- 
ditiow that I address it to a friend 
in the State Department. 

1 had no way of knowing what 
the State Department thought of 
the information until much later. 
In the meanwhile, my friend 
Ralph realized that our countries 
in the near future would be at 
war. He was a very clever fellow 
and figured out a way we could 
keep in touch. : 

Two Lace Collars. 

“He told me that if I were as- 
signed near the German lines he 
could get messages to me, He 
gave me a Brussels lace collar of 
unusual design and showed me an 
ersatz Brussels lace collar which 
he would keep, When either of us 
wanted to get in touch, he said, 
we would send one of the collars 
with an emissary, I agreed. 

In December, 1941, after we 
went to war with Germany, I was 
interned with other American 
State Department people. When I 
returned to New York, a friend 
met me and told me to go imme- 
diately to Washington. When I 
got there, Mr. Hull told me that of 
all the information that had come 
to him in 1940, my message about 
the Nazi plans to attack Russia 
was the most valuable. | 

Check on Informant. 

“Mr, Hull told me that at first: 
he thought my message was a 
‘plant.’ But I had attached a note 
saying I considered my informant 
completely reliable and told the 
State Department how they could 
check on his reliability with a 
prominent German exile in the 
United States. 

“The FBI checked with the exile 
and compared the typewritten re- 
port which I had sent with some 
typewritten material that the exile 
had obtained from the same man, 
and it was found both were writ- 
ten on the same machine, The 
information then was referred to 
President Roosevelt and, after 
consulting with his Chief of Staff 
and with Gen. George Marshall, 
the President decided to give the 
information to the Russians.” 

Hull suggested to Woods that 
he go to Switzerland and re-estab- 
lish contact with Ralph. Woods 
was assigned to Zurich. Three 
months after he began working 
there, a priest stopped him on the 


street one day. 
“The priest said, I have x mes- 
sage from your friend in Berlin,’”

priest, ‘I hope I still have many 
friends in Berlin.“ 

Detailed Message From Priest. 

Then the priest said, But this 
is from your special friend and 
I have proof.“ I realized who he 
meant and took him to my home 
in my car. He showed me the 
ersatz Brussels lace collar and I 
showed the collar-Ralph had given 
me. Then the priest gave me a 
detailed message on internal con- 
ditions in Germany, best targets 
to bomb, progress in research in 
heavy water and other valuable 
information. 

“I had nine separate contacts 
with Ralph in Switzerland, each 
time through a different priest. 

“Some time late in 1943 or early 
1944, the Germans released news 
that there had been some violent 
‘earth tremors in Bavaria, accom- 
panied by ‘great balls of fire.’ The 
reports caused consternation in 
Washington because it was feared 
that the Germans had beaten us 
to the discovery of the atom bomb 
and that the reports of earth 
tremors were really reports of 
trials of the bomb. 

‘I received an urgent message 
to get in touch with Ralph and 
find out if the earth tremors were 
really that and nothing more. 
Until that time, all the informa- 
tion had come to me from Ralph 
and I had not had to get in touch 
with him.

“I knew Ralph kept in touch. 


regularly’ with an assistant to the 
head of a monastery near Munich. 
Then the question was how to get 
word to the monastery. I re? 
membered that Miss Busch who 
was living in Zurich, had lived 
near Munich. I invited her to 
lunch, 
Sent Word to Monastery. 

“I asked her if she knew any- 
one Who wus going to Munich 
from Switzerland and who could 
be trusted. She told me a man 
was leaving for Munich the next 
day. She introduced me to him 
and I decided he could be trusted. 
For the first time I mentioned 
Ralph’s full name. I sent word 
through the traveler to the mon- 
astery that I wanted Ralph to get 
in touch with me. 

“Three days later, a priest 
stopped me on the strect and 
asked what I wanted from Ralph. 
I told him we wanted to find 
out whether the earth tremors 
were really tremors and not some- 
thing else. Ten days later, I got 
the answer that they really were 
earth tremors and sent the infor- 
mation to Washington.” 

Ralph is still in Germany “being 
treated like any other German,” 
Woods said, “In gratitude for his 
service, the United States has ad- 
mitted his daughter and a son-in- 
law, who is a scientist, Ralph 
was imprisoned twice by the Ges- 
‘tapo for long periods but con- 
vinced them that he was not giv- 
ing information to me.” 

The monk apparently was dis- 
covered to be an informant and 
his body was found in a lake, 
Woods related. The German gen- 
eral was removed from his high 
post. 

Aided Interned U.S. Flyers. 

In Switzerland, with the aid of 
co-operative Swiss, Woods suc- 
ceeded in slipping 224 interned 
American airmen out of the coun- 
try and into France. He is proud 
of an Air Corps wristwatch which 
bears an inscription on the re- 
verse saying that Woods did more 
than any other American to aid 
interned flyers. He got them out 
by various methods, principally 
by loading his pockets with wire- 
cutters and hamburgers when he 
visited them in a prison camp. 
After they cut the wires, they 
dropped the hamburgers, contain- 
ing sleeping tablets, for the pursu- 
ing dogs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Woods will remain 
in St. Louis until next Thursday. 
She is 64 years old, the daughter 
of the late Adolphus Busch, foun- 
der of Anheuser-Busch, Inc. Her 
husband is 52. They were mar- 
ried Feb, 22 in her castle, built 
in 1100, at Starberg, Germany, 
where she has a 2000-acre estate. 
Woods will return with her to his 
post as United States consul gen- 
eral at Munich April 15.

the code deals with news and all 
other broadcasting. 

The standards, approved by the 
N. A. B. board of directors, are to 
be mailed to the full membership 
before the next annual meeting 
in Los Angeles May 17-18. 

Briefly, some of the standards 
are: 

“News reporting should be fac- 
tual, fair and without bias. Com- 
mentary. and analysis should be 
clearly identified as such. Good 
taste shall prevail in the selection 
and handling of news. 

“Political broadcasts, or the dra- 
matization of political issues de- 
signed to influence an election, 
shall be properly identified as 
such. 
Controversial Issues, 

“Discussions of controversial 
public issues-should be presented 
on programs specifically intend- 
ed by that purpose, and they 
should be clearly identified as 
SUCK. sis 

“Broadcasts of controversial 
public issues should be free from 
censorship, but the right should 
be reserved to refuse them for 
non-compliance with laws such as 
those prohibiting defamation and 
sedition. ... 

“Broadcasting, which reaches 
men of all creeds simultaneously, 
should avoid attacks upon re 
ligion. . . Religious programs 
should be presented by recognized 
and responsible groups and or- 
ganizations, ... 

Children’s Programs. 

“Children’s programs should be 
based upon sound social concepts 
and should reflect respect for par- 
ents, law and order, clean living, 
high morals, fair play and honor- 
able behavior.

Recommendation Covers 
Engineers, Firemen, 
Switchmen — Retroac- 
tive to Last Nov. 1. 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP) ° 
—A presidential emergency board 
recommended today that locomo- 
tive engineers, “iremen and switch- 
men should get a wage rise of 
15% cents an hour, retroactive to 
last Nov. 1. 

The proposal would give the 
three brotherhoods the same bene~ 
fits received by the trainmen and 
conductors—the other two operat- 
ing brotherhoods. The trainmen 
and conductors settled last No- 
vember for 15% cents effective 
Nov. 1. 

Practically all the major rail 
roads are affected. 

A 15% cents an hour rise 
amounts to $1.24 a day. 

The Railway Labor Act requires 
the three brotherhoods to keep 
working for 30 days. After April 
26 they will be free to strike if 
they want to. 

The board, headed by William 
M. Leiserson, made its report to- 
day to President Truman. g 

The current dispute began last 
June. A strike was threatened by 
nearly 150,000 workers in the folk 
lowing brotherhoods: Locomotive 
Engineers, Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, and Switchmen’s 
Union of North America. The 
fact-finding board required about 
six weeks to obtain evidence after 
it was named by the President. 

Besides the wages, the dispute 
involved 37 proposed changes in 
working rules. The brotherhoods 
had demanded a 30 per cent wage 
boost with a $3 a man daily mini- 
mum, 

Besides the pay rise, the board 
recommended some of the 37 pro- 
posed changes in working rules 
take effect. It suggested some 
should be made effective in part, 
and that others be withdrawn. ©

200,000 young men,

Kent said some of his oldest 
customers canceled their milk 
orders after he mailed out 500 
pamphleta saying he would vote 
‘for Wallace for president and 
work for his election “every day 
and every hour I can spare from 
the earning of my livelihood and 
from sleep.” 

One of the first cancellations, 
Kent said, came from an old 
friend and wholesale customer, 
Gerard Garso, who wrote him 
that, “because of your all-out sup- 
port of Henry Wallace, who seems 
to lean toward Ryssia and Com- 
munism, it has been necessary for 
me to withdraw my patronage of 
your dairy products. I am per- 
fectly satisfied with our present 
form of government.” 

Kent announced his intention to 
quit the dairy business in a letter 
of resignation to the Ausable Val- 
ley Chamber of Commerce, 

“The recent movement in Aus- 
able Forks. to boycott me as a 
man, which coincides 
with my own need of a free hand 
and more time to promote the 
election of Henry Wallace, has de- 
cided me to transfer — dairy to 
my two remaining employes.” 

The two who took over the dairy 
plant and equipment, with an 
estimated value of $8000 to $10,000 
are Clifford Malkin and Floyd 
Plunkett..

OKLAHOMA CITY, March 27 | 


(UP)—A policeman on duty at 
the time of the crime confessed 
yesterday that he murdered -wait- 
ress Helen Beavers and stuffed 
her body into an automobile trunk 
in Duncan, State Crime Bureau 
Chief Jake Sims announced. 
Sims said E. L. (Lefty) Fowler, 
36 years old, of Waurika, a for- 
mer Duncan policeman, who pre- 
viously had questioned other sus- 
pects, made the confession in his 
own handwriting at Grady county 
jail, Chickasha. 
Yesterday Fowler had signed a 
stuffed the 
26-year-old woman’s body into an 
automobile trunk, but said he was 
“protecting” a fellow officer whos 
he suspected of the killing. 
The Duncan police chief, Frank 
Steele, and three subordinates 
were fired today, 

Hegel Branch, county attorney 
at Duncan, said the d 
were “a direct result of the 
Beavers case.” 
City Manager Conger Brown 
said the shakeup in the Duncan 
police department resulted from 
failure of Steele and the others 
to furnish full information con- 
cerning their activities “before 
and the night of” the killing of 
the girl, who was part Indian. 

Miss Beavers came to Duncan 
from Hannibal, Mo, where her 
mother now lives. 


His Earlier Story. 


In his first statement, Fowler 
said he found Miss Beaver’s body 
in an alley two blocks from the 
police station about 2 a.m, Jan. 
22 right after he and his partner 
had completed police duty. 

Asserting he had just seen his 
partner walk through the alley 
and “wanted to cover up for 
him,” Fowler said “the only thing 
I could think of was to hide the 
body,” 

“Il carried the woman to the 
car, put her in the trunk and 
closed it. Then I went to my 
room and got some sleep,” his 
statement said. 

Fowler left the Duncan police 
force elght days after the murder 
but two weeks before Miss 
Beaver’s body. was discovered. 

He said he left the police force 
“because I didn’t want to tell on 
my partner.” 

The other officer denied he had 
remained on the streets after

Bursts Into Sobs. 

When the partner was ques 
tioned in front of Fowler, Fowler 
broke into sobs and had to be led 
to his cell, Sims said. 

Fowler was first questioned as 
to his actions on the night of 
the killing shortly after 
Beaver’s body was discovered, Ap- 
parently he convinced officials he 
was innocent, because later he 
was permitted to question several 
of the many suspects being held 
at that time. 

He was given this authority be- 
cause of his former status as a 
policeman and because of his 
knowledge of circumstances sur- 
rounding the case.

RIDES of today don't have to 

take so much time out to learn 

how to bake, In grandmother’s 
time young women spent years 
watching mother bake and then a 
few more years as an apprentice. 
Home economists have contributed 
much toward simplifying all kinds 
of cooking. Many have spent years 
in experimental laboratories per- 
fecting methods of procedure. 
They have en almost as much 
time to write recipes and illustrate 
techniques clearly so amateurs 
could soon follow them with con- 
siderable success, Food producers 
and - equipment manufacturers 
have also come to the ald of mod- 
ern young women, 

Standardization of food such as 
flour has certainly made the job 
of baking much easier. In grand- 
mother’s day the flour in Kansas 
was very different from that in 
South Missouri or Minnesota. Now 
a brand of all-purpose flour is 
the same wherever it is bought 
and will produce uniform prod- 
ucts provided the same recipe is 
followed. And can you imagine 
how difficult young brides today 
would find cooking without a 
measuring cup, spoon and * 
beater as grandmother had to do 
without? And how: good stoves 
with their timers and temperature 
controls give assurance and joy to 
cooking! , 

And what a help good cook 
books are! The best of them tell 
the bride how to choose her food, 
how much to buy, how to store, 
how to prepare it, what size con- 
tainer to cook it in, the tempera- 
ture and time of cooking and even 
how to serve it to give the great- 
est satisfaction. Yes, it’s a far 
cry from a generation or 80 ago. 
But that’s a young woman’s due. 
Life and progress call upon to- 
day’s mothers, home economists 
and producers to do equally well 
by the next generation of women. 


Buttermilk Biscuits. 


Two and one-half cups all- 
purpose flour, one and one-half 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon baking soda, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup shorten- 
ing, one cup buttermilk. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with rest of dry ingre- 
dients, the third time into mixing 
bowl. Cut in shortening with a 
pastry blender, or with two knives. 
Stir in buttermilk with a fork. 
When thoroughly mixed, turn onto 
lightly floured board, knead eight 
to 10 times and roll or pat out 
from one-half to three-fourths inch 
thick. Cut with floured biscuit 
cutter and place on a greased bak- 
ing sheet; brush tops with melted 
butter. Bake in a hot oven 
(450 F.) for 10 to 15 minutes. 
Serve piping hot. Makes 14 to 16 
biscuits two and one-fourth inches 
in diameter. 

Orange Biscuit Pinwheels, 

Roll the dough from: buttermilk 
biscuits into an i11xl3-inch rec- 
tangle. Cut in one-inch slices and 
lay on a greased baking sheet. 
Bake in a hot oven (450 F.) 15 to 
20 minutes. 

Stuffed Biscuits. 

Roll buttermilk biscuit dough 
out a trifle less than one-half inch 
in thickness. Cut out the rounds 
and spread half of them with a 
ham paste, with cooked, loose, 
well-drained sausage meat, with 
thick, sweetened dried apricot 
puree, or with grated cheese. 
Lightly press the rest of the 
rounds on top, bake in a hot oven. 

Sausage Biscuits. 

Broil link sausages. Roll butter- 
milk biscuit dough out to one- 
fourth inch, keeping the dough 
square or rectangular in shape, 
Cut the dough in  three-inch 
squares, Place a sausage on each 
and roll up in the dough. Bake 
in the usual way.

An over-long line is unwieldy and many 
guests will find greeting a dozen individual hostesses more of 
an ordeal than a pleasure. Including any “men friends” in the 
line would not do. The only man who properly could be in- 
cluded would be a notable guest of honor. 

But whether the line be long or short, it is of first impor- 
tance to have an announcer who must ask every name, whether 
the guest is recognized or not. This will avoid the one out- 
standing error of asking the name of someone who expects to 
be recognized. The wisest thing is to have your announcer a 
stranger so that no one could be offended by being asked his 
or her name.

The bidding: 
South West North 
> Pass 1 no-trump 
3 Pass 39 
10 Pass Pass 

North's hand was so weak that 
South could consider himself 
lucky that his opening bid was 
held open. (However, in view of 
the outcome, perhaps he wasn't 
so lucky at that!) 


West opened the spade jack 
and continued with the spade 
ten. South ruffed, cashed the 
trump ace (to guard against the 
possibility that West might hold 
the singleton queen), then led 
his low club to dummy and took 
a trump finesse. 


West won and promptly forc 
the declarer again with a 282 
Now South was in grave difficulty. 
He could, of course, draw the one 
trump still outstanding, but after 
that he had to knock out the 
diamond ace, and West's spade 
return, gave the defenders the 
setting trick, since declarer had 
no trump left with which to ruff. 
It was somewhat humiliating for 
him to have to throw away a set- 
up trick at this point! 


South should have seen that 
the trump finesse was a luxury 
that he did not need and could 
not afford. If the trumps broke 
3-2 it did not matter who had the 
queen—South could let the en- 
emy win a trick with that card 
and still be safe irisofar as his 
contract was concerned. After 
ruffing the second spade lead he 
should have cashed the ace and 
king of trumps, then, leaving the 
queen at large, gone about the 
vital business of getting out the 
diamond ace. Now the defenders 
could cash the heart queen, if 
they liked, and force declarer 
again in spades, but South would 
be in a position to claim his con- 
tract, 

The timing lost on the trump 
finesse, rather than the trick it- 
self, which had to be lost in any 
event, as it happened) was what 
defeated the contract.
